Labor strife cost the New York 
Central Railroad an estimated. 
$7,000,000 of net Income in. the 
first lour months of 1950, Gustav 
Met/man, president of the system 


He assailed as "mad folly" the 


action of leaders o£ the Railroad 
Firemen's Brotherhood in calling 
the recent strike, and said union 
attitudes have rendered impotent 
tho Railway Labor Act, "once con- 
sidered a model law for settlement 
of disputes." 
His estimate of financial losses 
resulting from the six-day fire- 
men's strike, fro» traffic diver- 
sions, 
preceding it, nnd 
from 
strikes in the coal and automo- 
tive industries, was made in re- 
marks prepared for the annual 
Stockholders meeting here. 


Moteman reported that for four 
months ended April 30 the 'New 
York Central had a net deficit of 
$3,567,638, against a net income 
of $3,884 ,267 in tho same period a 
year ago. Gross revenues totaled 
$223,658,976 compared with $239,- 
507,962 in the 1949 period. 


During the four months, he said, 
"labor dlfllculUes in tho bitumin-

April 5, alter getting through the House 
last year. That it hasn't yet reached the 
White House for virtually sure signature is 
due to one main obstacle. 


That, roadblock is Senator McCarran, 


Nevada Demot-art, who heads the Judiciary 
Committee which considers such legislation, 
McCarran hms been a bitter enemy of D.P. 
plans at every stage. In 1949 he succeeded 
in shelving a liberalizing proposal, This year 
the measure passed despite his dogged 
opposition.

TAX ON TAXES 


Sun-eying (he cost of paying taxes In a 


group of 125 manufacturing compa'nicK, the 
National Industrial Conference Board found 
that this cost for the average concern In 
the group amounted to one dollar of every 
thousand received for sales. This may sound 
like a trifling amount, but if this admittedly 
very rough rale were applied, to all Ameri- 
can concerns, outside of agriculture and the 
Rovrrnment, the total outlay would be some- 
thing near $200,000,000 » year. This is not 
any part of taxes paid, it is only the cost of 
making out the various forms and kceeping 
the special records required for tax pur- 
poses. This Is, says the board, a "!ax on 
tnxrs". 


The cost does not end with the making out 


of these forms. They have to be dealt with 
by the tax-collecting units of federal, state, 
county and local governments. In all prob- 
ability the government cost of handling them 
is higher thftn the taxpayers' cost, and the 
governmental units besides must pay for the 
forms. This cost, too, is really a tax on taxes. 


Surely the industrial and commercial tax- 


payer's task could be made more simple, 
It's snfe to pucss that nol all of the countlcsH 
forms are really needed, and most forms 
probably include unneedod items. It. has been 
.suggested lhat. nil taxrs bp collected through 
one central agency, for all units of govern- 
inont, and that possibility ought to be worth 
exploring.
